In response to the Examiner's communication mailed May 30, 2006, having a deadline for 
response expiring June 30, 2006, Applicants hereby elect to prosecute in this application the 
following invention, without traverse: 

Invention I. 1-31 drawn to a synthetic mammalian expression plasmid comprising a
